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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . The response to the argument about the restriction requirement has been described in the 
Office Action mailed 9/19/2006. The restriction requirement was derived by the Applicant's 
disagreement about the obvious variation in the species of Office Action mailed 1 1/30/2005. 
Therefore, it creates serious burden to the Examiner to search different species. Examiner 
maintains that the restriction requirement is proper. 

2. Claims 1,16,24,29 and 33 are allowable. The restriction requirement among species, as 
set forth in the Office action mailed on 6/1/2006, has been reconsidered in view of the 
allowability of claims to the elected invention pursuant to MPEP § 82L04(a). The restriction 
requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any claim that requires all the limitations of an 
allowable claim. Claims 5,6,1 1 and 12, directed to species no longer withdrawn from 
consideration because the claim(s) requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. However, 
claim 27, directed to species II has been withdrawn from consideration because it does not 
require all the limitations of an allowable claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is advised 
that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may 
be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
claims of the instant application.
